TRANSFORMERS HIT AT 
TWO LOCAL FACTORIES 


Sub-Statio n On Tractio n Line 
East o f Glenwo o d Also Struck 
By Two Bo lts 


While the first rain and elec­ 
trical storm that struck Rush- 
v ilie and Rush county early Fri­ 
day afternoon was content with 
splintering a big tree in Memor­ 
ial park near the Chautauqua 
grounds, the second 
v isitation 
which followed on the heels of 
the first storm, was not content 
with such slight toll. 
The second storm which broke 
about 2 o’clock, gav e a downpour 
of rain punctuated with v iv id 
flashes of lightning and heav y 
claps of thunder. The lightning 
oamage was unusually heav y al­ 
though no houses or barns were 
leported to hav e been struck 
and burned. The damage was 
confined chiefly to 
electrical 
equipment. 
The local telephone company 
escaped lightly with only a few 
fuses bein§ blown. The autom a­ 
tic printers at the Daily Repub­ 
lican office did not escape 
so 
silghtly. The telegraph printer 
machines were “knocked out' 
and repairmen were forced 
to 
work ail night Friday in order 
to get them in serv ice again for 
today. 
Any number of homes 
were 
without lights as 
a result 
of 
fuses being 
burned 
out. The 
storm was of some duration but 
ev idently cut a comparativ ely 
narrow swath through the coun­ 
ty. Little rain fell south of the 
city and the western boundary | 
found no rain at all in New Pal- ] 
esti^e and v ery little west of 
Morristown. The storm trav eled 
southwest striking Waldron and 
St. Paul with considerable force. 
The greatest damage here was 
done to the Traction company 
and the Rushv ille and Endres- 
Tompkins Furniture 
factories. 
The two furniture plants 
were 
forced to close down about 2; 30 
o’clock Friday afternoon when a 
bolt burned up transformers in 
both factories. With their power 
cut off, it was necessary to stop 
work. 
New transformers were order­ 
ed from Chicago at once 
and 
were expected to arriv e here to­ 
day, according to Lee Endres. 
The new transformers w’ill 
be 
installed Sunday and it is hoped 
to resume operations 
Monda>

In spite of inclement weather, 
compete while 
interm ittent 
showers 
drenched sev eral thousand by­ 
standers, an interested throng

teams. The Miller 
team 
weighed 3,210, the heav ier Orme 
team was the heav iest in the 
contest, weighing 3,030 pounds; 
and the light Ormes team weigh­ 
ed 3,030. Olan Ormes drov e the 
teams. 
The contest started with the 
dynanometer set at 1,750 pounds,

tractiv e pull, a v ery light weight, 
and each of the four 
teams 
ploughed the required 27£ feet 
with this weight in easy time, 
the Lowden team making the 
fastest time, that of 5 seconds, 
the light Ormes team came a 
v ery close second. The time

from the moment the 
weights were lifted to the mo­ 
ment the 27-V foot 
mark 
was 
passed, was used in computing 
the horse power expended by the 
teams. 
After the first trials had been 
run off, the dynamometer was 
set at 2,000 pounds, tractiv e pull 
and each team again (plowed 
through the turf on first trials, 
the Lowden team still holding a 
slight adv antage, making this 
pull in only 44 seconds, which 
w?as considered an excellent rec­ 
ord. 
The machine was set at 2,300 
tractiv e pull, a heav y jump, and 
again each of the four teams 
scored on initial 
trials, 
the 
lighter Ormes team coming in 
second behind the Lowden team 
which pulled the distance in

The notification address by 
Senator Simeon D. Fess of Ohio, 
will follow. Curtis’ acceptance 
speech will end the public pro­ 
gram.

The new book compar­ 
es fav orably with many a bulky 
tome, in which German trav el­ 
ers endeav or to enlighten their 
countrymen on m atters beyond 
the channel. 
This 
latest contribution 
to 
German post-war literature on 
England shows the 
extent to 
which the “hym n-of-hate" psy­ 
chology has been 
surmounted; 
for Zucker’s 
v olume 
is 
not 
merely a chronicle of objectiv e 
impressions 
of 
London and 
Englishmen: it is the dithyram- 
bic prose of an impassioned lo­ 
v er of London and England. 
Unlike many of his European 
contemporaries, Zucker records 
his impressions of England and 
London without any attem pt to 
analyze them 
by 
Continental 
standards. Few foreigners hav e 
ev er 
presented 
a more 
en- 
thusiatic account of the Eng­ 
lish capital.

organizations. They are 
harn­ 
essed and ready to go full speed 
ahead on any constructiv e work.” 
The type of man who is

The great change in women’s 
work came when women 
went 
out of the home and into 
the 
factory , transform ing themselves 
from producers who made 
the 
articles used by their families 
into employ ees whose production 
was visible for their own use on­ 
ly in the form of dollars in their 
pay envelopes a t the 
end 
of 
each week. This statem ent was 
made by Miss Mary 
Anderson, 
Director of the Women’s Bureau 
of the U. S. Departm ent of La­ 
bor, in Honolulu today , 
in 
a 
speech on “The Social 
Signifi­ 
cance of Working Women," be­ 
fore the Pan-Pacific 
Women’s 
Conference. 
* From the beginning of 
the 
world,” Miss Anderson said, or 
at* least from the earliest 
t ’me 
of which we have any knowledge 
women have shared in the work 
and in the development 
and 
changing of methods th a t have 
followed from one period to the 
nex t. After the passing of 
the 
tribal stage, we find first that 
the home was the workshop and 
practically all the essentials now 
made in the factory , such 
as 
food and clothing, were made in 
the home. It was the woman who 
planned and used her initiative 
in providing food and clothing 
for the familv. Then came the 
time when all this work was tak ­ 
en out of the home and the fac­ 
tory sy stem was evolved. 
The 
woman followed her work to tho 
factory but 
her 
status 
was 
changed. From being the 
pro­ 
ducer in the home with no m on­ 
ey in ex change for her work, she 
became an employ ee of the fac­ 
tory with a pay envelope at the 
end of the week. This was a tre ­ 
mendous innovation even more 
in the place and the status 
of 
her employ ment th an in 
her 
work. 
There has been not only 
a 
change in the employ ment 
of 
women but a change in the so­ 
cial structure of the family . Our 
bousing conditions have changed 
from living in individual houses 
to living as 500 to 1,000 families 
under one roof, in small ap art­ 
m ents ranging from one room to 
very seldom more than 5 or 
6 
rooms to a family . This is due 
largely to the easier conditions 
of apartm ent living, but 
two 
other factors have considerable 
influence; the ex tent to which 
daughters as well as sons leave 
home to go to work in other cit­ 
ies or towns, and the increasing 
difficulty of securing help 
for 
work in the home. Each of these 
is a natural thing. The increased 
demand for women workers 
is 
attracting to factory , store and 
office, women who have 
never 
been gainfully occupied and wo­ 
men who have been in the less 
desirable domestic and personal 
service. 
When the Census was 
taken 
n 19 20 we found, contrary to ah 
ex pectations, th a t there 
had 
been only a small increase since 
19 10 in the num ber of women 
gainfully employ ed—the sm all­ 
est percent of increase in 
50 
y ears. The significance of 
this 
period lay , instead, in the trend 
of women’s employ ment. Women 
had declined m aterially in 
the 
gricultural pursuits. The 
de­ 
cline in domestic and 
personal 
service was about 14 
percent. 
Women in professions Imd 
in­ 
creased about 39 percent, w omen 
in trade about.43 percent, 
and 
women in clerical work 140 per 
cent. 
There was a small increase in 
m anufacturing, 6 percent, sharp­ 
ly in contrast to the increase be­ 
tween 19 00.and 19 10, when 
all 
women in gainful employ ment 
advanced from 5.\ million to 8 
million and almost a fifth of this 
num ber was in the m anufactur­ 
ing industries. The ex planation 
of th a t perhaps lies in the fact 
th a t our largest ex pansion 
in 
industrial pursuits occurred be­ 
tween 19 00 and 19 10, y nd 
wo­ 
men as well as men 
increased 
rapidly in the m anufacturing in­ 
dustries. 
The significance of these fig­ 
ures lies in the fact that, though 
from 19 00 to 19 10 the num ber of 
women had increased trem end­ 
ously , it had been mostly in the 
lower-paid lines of work. while 
the following decade—19 10 
to 
19 20—found women going into 
better-paid positions th a t wcwdl 
give them greater ooDortuniti^s. 
Manv were the changes 
that 
to o k place during these 
y ears 
and that were partly responsible 
fo r the enlarged 
opportunities 
fo r wo men’s emplo y ment. 
Nota­ 
ble amo ng them were the 
in­ 
creased educatio nal 
o ppo rtuni­ 
ties fo r wo men; equal suffrage 
that gav e o ppo rtunities fo r 
full 
citizenship and the reso nsibility 
co nne^ed therewith: and wo ­ 
men’s participatio n in meeting 
the demands o f the war perio d 
The fact that wo men hav e 
al­ 
mo st alway s made go o d in em- 
o lo v ment. and that is particular­ 
ly true o f wo men in respo nsible 
po sitio ns, also has do ne much to 
adv ance the cause o f wo men in

n in ety billion dollars. 
In 1890, less than forty 
y ears before, the total n ation al in come was n in e 
billion dollars. 
It has therefore in creased ten ­ 
fold in less than forty y ears. 
For each American 
family the an n u al in come n ow av erag es ov er 


$2,000. 
Du rin g the same period the v alu e of Ameri­ 
can m an u factu rers an n u ally has in creased from 
$9,37 2,37 9,000 to $62,7 00,000,000 an d the v alu e 
of farm produ cts has in creased from $2,460,000,- 
000. to $19,7 00,000,000. 
In div idu al deposits in 
ban ks hav e in creased from $4,060,000,000 to $48 ,- 
880,000,000. 
The popu lation has in creased du r­ 
in g the same period, from 62,000,000 to 117 , 136,- 
000. 
These fig u res will g iv e y ou some idea of the 
g reat g rowth of America du rin g the past eig hty 
y ears. 
Sig n ifican tly en ou g h, althou g h we hear 
a g reat deal abou t the rise in man u factu rin g 
an d the 
declin in g of 
farmin g in the 
Un ited 
States, the v alu e of farm produ cts has in creased 
a shade more in proportion than has the v alu e 
of man u factu red produ cts.

But a great deal o f crude o il is 
still being so ld belo w pro ductio n 
co st, leading to agitatio n fo r a raise 
in crude prices, which hav e so me­ 
times been bo o sted in the past with 
less justificatio n. 


Oppo se Price Bo o st 
¿ Strangely eno ugh, there is stro ng 
o ppo sitio n amo ng so me large pro ­ 
ducers to such a bo o st at this time. 
Standard Oil o f New J ersey warns 
in its latest mo nthly publicatio n 
that the crude price mustn’t he in­ 
creased under any circumstances. 
The argument is that an increase 
wo uld break do wn the restrictiv e 
agreem ents no w o perating and so o n 
bring the industry back to the un­ 
happy state fro m which it has 
emerged. 
Furthermo re, po liticians 
wo uld be bo und to make capital o f 
any price increase made po ssible by 
restrictiv e -agreements. 
Fo r the 
mo ment, restrictio n has stabilized 
co nditio ns and so me o f the biggest 
o il men do n’t want to jeo pardize 
that stabilizatio n. 
Standard o f New J ersey ho lds 
that increased returns sho uld be 
o btained thro ugh o perating eco no ­ 
mies, efficient marketing and saner 
pro ductio n metho ds. 


The situ ation mig ht be-solv ed 
alon g tho se lines were it n ot. for 
the fact that co -o perativ e, restric­ 
tio n, practiced no tably in the m id­ 
co ntinent field, threatens to be set 
at naiiglit by an increasing flo o d o f 
o il po uring into the co untry fro m 
So uth America. 
Venezuela is no w 
the seco nd'largest o il pro ducing 
co untry in the wo rld and pro duc­ 
tio n co st there Is cheaper than o urs. 
The fello ws hardest hit. are the 
purely do mestic pro ducers, w ith no 
wells in So uth America. Naturally , 
they ’re do ing the mo st squawking 
and the remedy they pro po se is 
a 
tariff o n crude o il, which pro bably 
will be demanded at the nex t ses­ 
sio n o f Co ngress. 
But. that idea runs square up 
against the fact that impo rtatio n is 
no t 
necessary 
to 
affect the o il 
market as lo ng as we co ntinue to 
ex po rt in such large quantities. The 
So uth American o il w ill hav e the 
same effect if taken to France o r 
England. 
And if we put a tariff 
o n crude o il. o ur ex po rters will then 
merely put their refineries o utside 
this co untry to sav e pay ing duty . 
Already Standard Oil seems to be 
tending V) this po licy . 


Need Restrictio n 
The o ne so lutio n seem s to lie in 
an internatio nal agreement o n re­ 
strictio n—a co rrelatio n o f regula­ 
tio n. 
A. C. Debenham, representa­ 
tiv e o f the British Ro y al Dutch 
Shell interests, came to America 
sev eral 
mo nths 
ago , 
ho ping 
to 
, effect a restrictio n agreement o n 
\ Venezuelan wells. 
But Standard 
and Ro y al Dutch were then fighting 
o v er Russian o il. so he go t no where. 
No w, ho wev er, so me so rt o f 
a 
truce has been wo rked o ut as re­ 
gards Russian o il and Standard, 
Ro v al Dutch, Anglo -Persian and the 
Turkish Petro leum Co mpany are 
interested in a jo int attempt to 
achiev e a wo rld pro ratio n agree­ 
ment. 
One effect o f such an agreement 
might be to lessen the tensio n 
which o il frequently pro duces in in­ 
ternatio nal relatio ns.

Althou g h a stu dy of the state 
hig hway map does n ot seem to 
bear ou t their con ten tion s, res­ 
iden ts of n orthern In dian a hav e 
complain ed that the pav in g pro­ 
g ram of the state hig hway com­ 
mission did n ot take 
care 
of 
their n eeds as rapidly 
as 
it 
shou ld. The map shows 
more 
pav emen t, n orth of In dian apolis 
than sou th. To this 
n orthern 
In dian a replies that it carries 
far more traffic than the sou th­ 
ern en d of the state an d 
that 
its roads shou ld be pav ed first. 
The n orthern part of the state 
shou ld take heart as a resu lt 
of the open in g of bids Tu esday 
on abou t six ty miles of proposed 
n ew pav in g , div ided in to sev en 
projects. All of 
them are in 
n orthern In dian a. On e project 
calls for sev en miles of pav in g 
on Road 6, ou t of Gary , an other 
for abou t the same amou n t on 
the same hig hway , an d a third 
j 
for six miles. A twelv e 
mile * 
stretch from Peru to Log an sport 
is to be pav ed, as is n in e miles 
between Milford an d New Paris

PAY ENVELOPE 


The great change In women's 


work came when women went 
out of the home and Into the 
actory, transforming themselves 
rom producers who made the 
articles used by their families 
into employees whosexproduction 
was visible for their own use on- 
y in the form of dollars in their 
pay envelopes at the 
end of 


each week. This statement was 
made by Miss Mary Anderson, 
Director of the- Women's Bureau 
of the U. S. Department of La- 
bor, in Honolulu today, 
in ' a 


speech on "The Social Signifi- 
cance of Working Women," be- 
e-re the Pan-Pacific 
Women's 


inference. 
'•From the beginning of 
the 


,'orld," Miss Anderson said, or 
at" least from the earliest time 
of which we have any knowledge 
women have .shared in the work 
and in the development 
and 


changing of methods that, have 
ollowed from one period to the 
next. After the passing of the 
ribal stage, we find first that 
he home was the workshoo and 
practically all the essentials now 
nade in the factory, such as 
'ood and clothing, were made in 
he home. It was the woman who 
planned and used her initiative 
n providing food 'and clothing 
for the family. Then came the 
ime when all this work was tak- 
°n out of the home and the fac- 
»ry system was evolved. 
The 


woman followed her work to tho 
'actory but 
her status 
was 


hanged. From being the pro- 
ducer in the home with no mon- 
ey in exchange for her work, she 
>ecame an employee of the fac- 
tory with a pay envelope at the 
tnd of the week. This was a tre- 
mendous innovation even more 
n the place and the status of 
icr employment than .in 
her 


work. 
There has been not only 
a 


change hi the employment of 
women but a change in the so- 
:ial structure of the family. Our 
lousing conditions have changed 
'rom living in individual houses 
to living as 500 to 1,000 families 
under one roof, in small apart- 
ments ranging from'one room to 
very seldom more than 5 or. 6 
•ooms to a family. This is due 
argely to the easier conditions 
of apartment living, but 
two 


other factors have considerable 
nfluence; the extent to which 
daughters as well as sons leave 
lome to go to work in other cit- 
es or towns, and the increasing 
difficulty of securing help for 
work in the home. Each of these 
is a natural thing. The increased 
demand for women workers is 
attracting to factory, store and 
office, women who have never 
)een gainfully occupied and wo- 
men who have been in the less 
desirable domestic and personal 
service. 
When the Census was taken 


n 1920 we found, contrary to all 
expectations, that there 
had 


been only a small increase since 
1910 in the number of women 
jainfully employed—the small- 
;st percent of increase in 50 
,-ears. The significance of 
this 


period lay, instead, in the trend 
of women's employment. Women 
had declined materially in the 
agricultural pursuits. The 
de- 


cline in domestic and personal 
service was about 14 
percent. 


Women in professions had in- 
creased about 39 percent, women 
in trade about .43 percent, and 
women in clerical work. 140 per 
cent. 


There was a'small increase in 


manufacturing, 6 percent, sharp- 
ly in contrast to the increase be- 
tween 1900.and 1910, when all 
women in gainful emoloyment 
advanced from 5i million to 8 
million and almost a fifth of this 
number was in the manufactur- 
ing industries. The explanation 
of that perhaps lies in the fact 
that our largest expansion 
in 


industrial pursuits occurred .be- 
tween 1900 and 1910, and wo- 
men as well as men 'Increased 
rapidly in the manufacturing in- 
dustries. 
" 
x 


The significance of these fig- 


ures lies in the fact that, though 
from 1900 to 1910 the nuniber of 
women had increased tremend- 
ously, it had been mostly in the 
lower-paid lines of work, while 
the following decade—19tO 
to 


1920—found women going into 
better-paid positions that wov.dl 
give them greater oonortnnittes. 


Manv were the changes that 


took place during these 
years 


and that were partly responsible 
for the enlarged 
opportunities 


for women's employment. Nota- 
ble amone them were the in- 
creased educational 
opportuni- 


ties for women requal suffrne'* 
that gave opportunities for full 
-tltizenship and'the resonstbility 
connected therewith*, and wo- 
men'fl'partlclpation In meetlne 
the demands of the war period. 
The fact that women have al-. 
most always made good in em- 
nlovment. and that is particular- 
ly true of women in responsible 
positions, also has done much to

OCR NATIONAL PROGRESS 


If you don't believe that the United States 


is a wealthy and progressively prosperous, na- 
^ion, it is well to call your attention to some fig- 
ures .recently made public by Stone, Webster and 
Blodget, in which it is pointed out that in 1926 


' foe national income in the United States was 
. ninety billion dollars. In 1890, less than forty 


years before, the total national income was nine 
billion dollars. It has therefore increased ten- 
fold in less than forty years. For each American 
family the annual inpome now averages over 
$2,000: 


During the same period the value .of Ameri- 


can manufacturers annually has increased from 
$9,372,379,000 to $62,700,000,000 and the value 
of farm products has increased from $2,460,000,- 
000. to $19,700,000,000. 
Individual deposits in 


banks have increased from $4,060,000,000 to $48,- 
880,000,000. The population has increased dur- 


- -tog the same period, from 62,000,000 to 117, 136,- 


000. 


These figures will give you some idea of the 


great growth of America during the past eighty 


. years. Significantly enough, although we hear 


a great deal about the rise in manufacturing 
and the declining of farming in the United 
States, the value of farm products has increased 
a shade more in proportion than has the value 


- of manufactured products. In other words the 
. value of farm products annually now is eight 
- tunes as great as in 1890 while the value of man- 
... ufactured products is a little less than seven 
r times as great. 
More significant than this, 


- however, is the fact that the bank deposits of 
"; the people have increased nearly twelve times 


during the same period of time. Now with value 
of manufactured products seven times as great, 
farm products eight times as great and bank de- 
posits twelve times as large, the population has 
not quite doubled. It is hard to see, therefore, 
-.ihat the individual is a great deal better off in 


the United States in 1928 than he was in 1890. 
This in spite of the fact that we heard a great 
deal of, h^ik^^a.bout the .good oJd days and how 
i»«anners" %ret slipping 'info ;'.'peasantry." 


^Jl^fodt/iqse sight,o/tjae fact that dur- 
-practically all of this great 'era of the devel- 


opment of our country, the same fiscal policies 
have been in effect that are now in effect. 
In 


other words, during the past seventy-five years, 
for a greater part of the time the United States 
has been operating under a protective tariff, a 
plan which had for its purpose the holdinggof 
the great American market, for the American 
producer both in the agricultural afad the man- 
. ufacturing field. 


It has only been when we have deviated 


from our tariff policy that we have suffered a 


. recession of our forward march along the road 


to prosperity and progress. That the system is 


worked is best evidenced by the conditions in 
the United States and the rest bf the world to- 
day. 
Compare the conditions of our workers 


with those of Europe and Asia and then make up 
your mind what kind of a tariff system you want 


And don't forget that during a time our 


population was trying to double itself our bank 
deposits Wreased twelve fold. After;all, the 
greatest proof of the pudding is in the eating.

CENTURY OF RAILROAD HISTORY 


Probably few Americans, to whom the 


spectacle and service of a great railroad train 
that .carries them swiftly and safely over thou- 
sands of miles of track is nothing unusual, know 
that it was but one hundred years ago that the 
modest, experimental antecedents of the great 
monsters of today came intov being in this 
country.

In 1828 work was started on our first rail- 


road line, the Baltimore and Ohio. And.two 
years later, in 1830, there were but 13 miles of 
rail in use. In 1926, after the passage^of less 
than a century, railroad mileage totaled 412,361; 
there were 1,833,398 employes, and the lines paid 
combined federal, state and local taxes of over 
$1,000,000 a day. 


The story of this tremendous progress is 


one of the greatest of modern American ro- 
mances. 
What our grandfathers laughed at 


were destined to become the necessities of the 
future. Few people of the time would have be- 
lieved that the absurd little engines and cars 
were the beginning of an industry which was to- 
be called the backbone of modern life.

WASHINGTON—Finding -inert- 


*J selres In something of a pickle, 
leaders of the American "oil "Indus- 
try are attempting to weave their 
way out by effecting an interna- 
tional restriction of production. 
; They have found that co-operative 
attempts lo restrict domestic pro- 
.duction as a cure for the curse of 
overproduction which, has beset, the 
industry sojsorely have -worked out 
fairly veil. Oil in storage above 
ground lias been cut down by the 
[accelerating consumption and the 
limited production, so that stalls- 
•.tically the industry is in better 
shape than at any time ia ^he last 
two years. Too much oil in storage 
always depresses prices. 
Lately, 


wholesale gasoline prices have 
stiffened. 


But a great deal of crude oil is 
still being sold below production 
cost, leading to agitation for a raise 
in crude prices, which have, some- 
times been boosted in the past with 
less justification. 


Oppose Price Boost 


-^Strangely enough, there is strong 


opposition among some large pro- 
ducers to such a boost at this time. 
Standard OH of New Jersey warns 
In its latest monthly publication 
tbft the crude price mustn't be'in- 
creased under any circumstances. 
The argument is that an increase 
•would break down the restrictive 
agreements now operating and soon 
bring the industry back to the un- 
happy state from which it has 
emerged. Furthermore, politicians 
would be bound to make capital of 
any price increase made possible by 
restrictive -agreements.. For the 
moment,, restriction has stabilized 
conditions and'some of the biggest 
oil men don't want to jeopardize 
that stabilization. ^ 


Standard of New' Jersey, holds 
that increased' returns should be 
obtained through operating econo- 
mies, efficient marketing and saner 
production methods. 


The 'situation' might lie ..solved 


along those Ijncs Iwere it not for 
:the. fact that, co-operativerjirest|'icr 
'tien.'practics'a. notably ~ia the mid- 
continent field, threatens .to be! set 
af naught by an increasing flood ot 
oil pouring into the country from 
South America. Venezuela is now 
the second" largest:' oil producing 
country- in the world and "produce 
tion cost there is cheaper than ours. 


The fellows hardest hit. are the 


purely'domestic producers, •with.no 
wells in South America.' Naturally, 
they're doing the most squawking 
and the remedy they propose -is/a 
tariff on crude oil; "which probably- 
will be demanded at the. next ses- 
sion of Congress. 


But- that idea runs "square-lip 


against the fact that importation is 
not necessary to affect the oil 
market as long as we continue to 
export in such large quantities.'The 
South American oil will have the 
same effect/ i£ taken to France or 
England. And if we put a tariff 
on crude oil. our exporters will then 
merely put their refineries outside' 
this country -to save paying duty. 
Already Standard Oil seems to be' 
tending to this policy. 


Need Restriction 


The one solution seems to lie in 


an international agreement on re- 
striction—a correlation of regula- 
tion.. A. C. Debenham, representa- 
tive of the British Boyal Dutch 
Shell interests, came to America 
several months ago, hoping to 
effect a restriction agreement on 
Venezuelan wells. 
But Standard 


and Royal Dutch were then fighting 
over Russian oil. so he got nowhere. 


Now, however, some sort of a 


truce has been worked out as re- 
gards Russian oil and Standard, 
Royal Dutch, Anglo-Persian and the' 
Turkish; Petroleum Company are 
intere3ted in a joint attempt to 
achieve a world proration agree- 
ment. 
One effect of such an agreement 


might be to .lessen the tension 
which oil frequently produces in in- 
ternational relations.

When De SoUTmade ttjs fam- 


ous expedition to the Mississippi 
river in 1539-40 he. passed 
through the territory of the 
Cherokee Indian, at that time 
far advanced in Civilization, liv- 
ing in log houses ana tilling the 
soil. They were a branch of the 
Iroquois family and one of the 
most Important tribes east 
of, 
the Mississippi. They occupied 
.what is now West Virginia, Ala- 
bama, North and South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Georgia. 
Cherokee, means cave people, in 
the Choctaw/language, because 
there were so many caves in ,the 
region they inhabited. 
During 


the Revolutionary War they fav- 
ored the British and had been 
.enemies of the colonies for a 
long time. In 1785 they made a 
treaty with the United States, in 
which their independence was 
recognized and their title to the 
.land they occupied confirmed. 
They made rapid progress - in 
civilization and in -1826 the 
Cherokee nation was organized 
and modeled after that of our 
own constitution. They estab 
Ushed schools and Seynoya, a 
half blood, invented an alphabet 
which soon enabled them to 
read their own language, in 
1827 they established the first 
Indian printing press in the 
United States and began the 
publication 
of the Cherokee 


Phoenix the next year. 


''The discovery of gold in Geor- 
gia and notwithstanding their 
treaty with the U. S. they were 
compelled by force to remove to 
Indian territory to gratify the 
greed and cupidity,of the white 
man. They made the journey on 
foot and many died of hardship 
and suffering. John Ross, their 
great leader was with, them and 
shared their sufferings. Some of 
them refused, to be removed and 
fled to the mountains, where 
some 1700 -now live in West Vir- 
ginia. In their new home they 
made Talequah their capital. 
They "had about re-established 
themselves, when the Civil war 
broke out'and some entered the 
Union Army and soine the Con- 
federate. During the war then- 
country was invaded by armies. 
They made a new treaty with 
the United States at the close of 
the Civil War, which freed 
the 


slaves held by them and they 
became citizens. Schools were 
established and the/Cherokees 
became a civilized and thriving 
people. In 1892 they sold their 
western territorial extension and 
in 1906 gave1 up their govern- 
ment and became citizens of the 
United States. Many.of 
them 


are now among the most cui 
tured, prosperous and influen- 
tial people of Oklahoma, which 
is now a state, formed from the 
Indian territory. They number 
some 20,000 . With the Chero- 
kees in Indian territory were 
the Choctews, Chickasaw, Creek 
and Seminole. Each had a tribal 
government. They1 were known 
as the Five Civilized Tribes. The 
white man soon began to invade 
their domain,, contrary to law, 
and in }893 the government ap- 
pointed the Dawes Commission 
to work among the Indians and 
persuade 
them to divide their 


property among the members of 
the tribe and accept American 
citizenship, which was done. In 
1897 the Federal Courts super- 
seded, the Indian Courts and the 
next year the Curtis bill pro- 
vided for an enumeration of each 
tribe and a division of their 
lands on a fair-basis. This was 
finished in 1907 and showed an 
estate of twenty million acres 
to be-divided among 75,000 heirs. 
This took, a long time but was 
accomplished. Many of these 
Indians are quite wealthy owing 
to the discovery of coal, oil and 
gas on their lands. Inter-mar- 
riage has reduced the whole 
blood to less than one third of 
the five tribes. Congress has es- 
tablished what is known as the 
Union Agency to protect the In-, 
dians from: injustice at the. 
hands of unscrupulous and pre- 
datory people. This Agericy has 
supervision ot all Indian leases. 
The Indians^ have .special schools 
but where convenient attend the 
public schools. 


Oklahoma was opened to set- 


tlement 
on April 
22, 1889, 


created a -territory March 2, 
1890 and after .adoption of 
a 
constitution Sept. 17, 1907 was 
formally proclaimed a state — 
Oklahoma and* Indian Territory 
combined. The name is from 
the Choctaw and means "land 
bf the red-man," No, Man's land 
is a strip 35 miles wide and 120 
miles long on the northern bor- 
der and now called "the Pan- 
ttandle. The first capital was 
Guthrie, removed in 19li to Ok*- 
lahoma City. The state is called 
the Booster State and at ^'the 
boom of a cannon April SB, 1889, 
200,000 made a mad rush to get 
homesteads in the 77,000 square 
mile' area: Today its population 
is invexcess of Jswo millions of 
people an* in matertaj^psources 
is a very rich, state.
